Stocks 
Of Food 


No actual shortage of flour for 
locnl requirements is anticipated, de- 
clared Mr G, S. Kennedy-Skipton, 
Controller of Food, when interviewed 
yesterday, Owing to Irreguloritics 
in shipping, future imports ‘may be 
substantlally reduced and stocks moy 
fall accordingly. The Government is, 
however, ‘watching tho situation 
closely with a view to securing suf- 
ficient stocks at all tlmes, he added. 

It was also learned that Govern- 
ment is acquiring, in case of emer~ 
gency, 9 reserve stock of peanut oll 
and soya beans, which, together with 
white rico, should provide a minimum 
diet for an. average person. There 
Jo no shortage of any of the above 
three food commodities, 

Importera of peanut oll and soya 
beans are not compelled to keep a 
reserve for release when stocks in the 
Colony run short, No special condi« 
tlong In this connection’ are attached 
to the Import Hcences. . 

Tt was learned from Chinese sources 
that, although there js no shortage 
of peanut oll, the price has Increased 
by about 30 per cent. as compared 
with pre-war prices. Peanut oll fs 
imported from many places, including 
North China cities via Tsingtao and 
Datren, the Dutch East: Indics, and 
Pakhol. Certain kinds of cocoanut 
oil niso come from the Philippine 
Islands, So far supplles from, these 
sources have’ not been disrupted,

Of Food 


Rice: Price Down 


No actual shortage of flour for 
local requirements js anticipated, de- 
clared Mr G, S. 
Controller of Food, when interviewed 
yesterday. Owlng to irregularities 
In shipping, future imports may be 
substantially reduced and stocks may 
fall accordingly. The Government Js, 
however, witching the situation 
closely with a view to ‘securing suf- 
ficient stocks at all times, he added, 
— It was also learned that Govern- 
ment is acquiring, in case of emer- 
fency, a reserve stock of peanut oil 
and soyn beans, which, together with 
white rice, should provide a minimum 
diet for an uverage person, There 
is no shortage of any of the above 
three food commodities, 

Importers of peanut oll and soya 
beans ure not compelicd to kccp a 
reserve for release when stoclcs in the 
Colony run short. No special condi- 
‘jong In this connection are attached 
to the import licences, . 

It was learned from Chinese sources 
that, although there is no shortage 
of peanut ofl, the price has increased 
by about 30 per cent. as compared 
with pre-war prices. Peanut oll is 
{mported from many places, including 
North ‘China cities vin Tsingtao and 
-Dairen, the Dutch Eust Indies, and 
Pakhol. Certain Isinds of cocoanut 
oil also come from the Philippine 
Islands.’
